Paradoxical Science. 
[From Jehn Ruskin's “Fors Clavigera.”’| 

i went to an afternoon tea at a house where 
I was sure to meet some nice people. And 
among the ürst I met was an old friend who 
had been hearing some lectures on botany at 
the Kensington Museum, and been delighted 
with them. She isthe kind of person who 
gets good out of everything, and she was 
quite rigbtin being delighted; besides that, 
as I found by her account of them, the lec- 
tures were really interesting and pleasantly 
given. She had expected botany to be dull, 
and had not found it so, and “had learned so 
much.“ On hearing this, I proceeded uatu- 
rally to inquire what; for my idea of her was 
that before she went to the lectures at all 
she knew more botany than she was likely to 
learn by them. Soshetold me that she had 
learned, first of all, that there were seven 
sorts of leaves. Now 1 have always had a 
great suspicion of the Seren Lamps of Ar- 
chitecture;“ it required all the ingenuity I 
Was master of to prevent them from becomin 
Eight, or even Nine, on my han 
thought to myself that it would be very charm- 
ing if there were only seven sorts of leaves; 
but that, perhaps, if one looked the woods 
and forests of the world carefully through, it 
was just possible that one might discover as 
many as eight sorts; and then where would 
my friend’s new knowledge of botany be? So 
I said:‘*That was very pretty; but what morc?!’ 
Then my friend told me that she had no idea 
before that petals were leaves. On which I 
thought to myself that it would no have been 
any great harm to her if she had remained 
under her old impression that petals were pe- 
tals. gut I said: That was very protty, too, 
and what more?” So my friend told me that 
the lecturer said the object of his lectures 
would be entirely accomplished if he could 
convince his hearersthat there was no such 
thing as a flower.“ Now in that sentence you 
have the most perfect and admirable summary 
given you of the great temper and purposes 
of modern science. It gives lectures on bot- 
any, of which the object is to show that there 

no such a thing as a flower; on humanity, 


to show therc is no such a thing as a man; and 


on theology, to show there is no such thing as 
a God. No such thing as man, but only a 
mechanism; nO. such thing as a God, but only 
a series of forces. The two faiths are cssen- 
tially one; if you feel yourself to be only a 
machine, constructed to be a regulator of mi- 
nor machinery, au will put your statue of 
science on your Holboru, Viaduct, and necessa 
rily recognize only major machinery as regu 
lating you. 

I must explain the real meaning to you, 
however, of that saying of the botanical Icc- 
turer, for it has a wide bearing. Some fifty 
years ago the poct Goethe discovered that ali 
the parts of plants had a kind of common 
nature, and would change into each other. 
Now this was a true discovery, aud a notable 
one; and you will find that, in fact, all plants 
are composed essentially of two parts—the 
leaf and root—one lovi light, the other 
darkness; one liking to be clean, the other 
dirty; one liking to grow for the most part up, 
the other for the most part down; and each 
mses | faculties and purposes of its own. 
But t 15 ene, which loves the light, has, 
above all things, the purpose of being mar- 
ried to another leaf, and having child-leaves, 
and children’s children of leaves, to make the 
earth fair forever. And when the leaves 
marry they put on wedding-robes and are 
more glorious than Solomon in all his glory, 
and they have feasts of honcy, and we call 
them ‘‘fowers.”’ 

In a certain sense, therefore, you see the 
botanical lecturer was quite right. There are 
no such things ag fowers—they are only lea ves. 
Nay, further than this, there may be a dignity 
in the less mappy but unwitheriang leaf, which 
is, in some sort, better than the brief lily of 
its bloom; which the great pocts always knew 
well—Chaucer before Goethe, and the writer 
First Pealm before Chaucer. The botanical 
lecturer was, in a deeper sense than he knew,

She 
has been under instructiou here four years, 
and she speaks as well as any hearing child of 
her age, though when she first came she had 
lost speech entirely, and but for the instruc- 
tion she has received she would never have 
spoken again. A young girl of nineteen is in 
this class, who is a congenital mute, and never 
received any instruction until she came to 
school here, her friends preferring to keep her 
at home and communicate with her by natural 
signs. She has been here two years, and now 
she speaks so as to be understood, has almost 
dropped the habit of using signs, and rea 
the lips better than she talks. Another no- 
ticeable case is a colored boy of ten, who be- 
came deaf at four years of age, and was not 
sept to school before being placed here some 
six months ago. He has never lost speech, 
owing, probably, to unusual Care on the part 
of his: mother. He has improved greatly 
since being here, and talks very well; but it is 
amusing to see how the African peculiarities 
in pronunciation will sometimes crop out in 
his talk; and he has all the marked partiality 
of the race for makiug himself conspicuous— 
its easy, good-natured, silly conceit, and ten- 
dency to take things easy—its impulsive 


moods—but he is no laggard with his lessons 
aud delights to learn. Some one having aske 
him how old he was, he replied in a loud, dis- 
tinct voice, addressing the whole company, 
and not one whit abashed, that he would be 
ten years old next Jinnovary. He further 
ipformed the audience, with a grin, that he 
ived in Lennox — whieh he pronounced 
Lenx,“ very short on the right hand side 
of the road. This happens to be the home 
of the Licutenaat-Governor of the State, who 
was silting not far away. 

The children in this class were put to writ- 
ing out words from dictation on the black- 
board, They were such words as Steam- 
boat. Oetober,“ September.“ I believe 
only one word was missed, and that was 
“Waterproof.” 

A third class was employed in writing out on 
the boar descriptions of the various objects 
in an epgravin: which was held up by their 
teacher, This was done to show their flueut 
in writen n They were also exerci 
in sums in multiplication, calli out the 
gutes as they wrote them down and summing 
up the result orally. should except one 
little boy, who was allowed to do it all in 
writing because, though he talks very well, 
he iseubject to a distressing nervousness 
which incapacitates him from appearing to 
udvantege before strangers. The r fellow 
suffers from a contraction of the lower facial 
muscles, so that his mouth is drawn to one 
side, and he fancies that everybody is notic- 
ing it. His teacher related to me an affecting 
incident in this connection. 

She had the children gathered about her one 
Sunday and was telling them of Heaven. They 
had a great many questions to ask. ‘Should 
they be allowed to play in heaven?“ ‘“Shculd 
they wear long white dresses?“ and questions 
of alike nature. She told them that thcy 
would be very happy and very beautiful there, 
and that they would see a great many beauti- 
ful things. Beautiful!“ ‘I beautiful?’ ‘Oh, 
I shall never be beautiful!“ cried out one and 
another, with all the intensity of childish self- 
depreciatiop. She repeated that they would 
be beautiful and free from all bodily defects. 
Just then she caught the gaze the boy 
whom I have mentioned fixed upon her face 
with intense eagerness. He waited till he 
saw that all the children were looking at her, 
and in a moment, when no one saw him, he 
made a rapid and significant gesture and asked, 
“Will my face be straight“ Poor child! such 
a look of perfect delight came into his eyes 
when the teacher gravely answered, Les.“ 

In a fourth class the children did sums in 
simple fractions from the oral dictation of the 
teacher, and gave specimens of impromptu 
cow position, which they wrote on the black- 
board, and readaloud. This class all keep a 
daily journal, which is read and corrected by 
thcir teacher each day. 

The highest classes were examined in the 
various studies taught in other schools. They 

ve some interesting illustrations in chemis- 

ry, under the direction of their teacher, and 
explained the different pi Ocesscs as they went 
along. They were also examined in physio- 
logy: and ber etudy mental philosophy, 
botany, and drawing. 

There was one little fellow so exceedingly 
bright in the scientific branches that he won 
from the Governor the remark that he would 
be beard of by and by as 4 lecturer on kindred 
subjects. 

One must bear constantly in mind that these 
children are taught entirely by word of mouth; 
that no ures aro ever used, except such 
ordinary ones as often occur naturally when

But they do pay; they must pay. Ifa ten- 
ement house is valu by the assessors at 
850,000, the tax on it at 2 per cent. is $1000 
per annum. Who s it? ¢ laudlord im- 
mediately; the tenants ultimately. The land- 
lord properly counts the tax as part of his 
outlay, which he looks to his tenant to return 
to him with interest and profit. He would 
not build houses nor own them if these were 
not morally certain to be realized. But it is 
said that he will exact as rent all that he can 
get, tax or no tax. Certainly he will; but his 
abjlity to exact depends on the number of 
his competitors—the relation of supply to 
demand. If his were the only bouse in which 
the poor could hire prem within their 
means, he would charge and obtain more rent 
than he now does: if there were twice as man 
such tenements as were wanted,he would giad- 
ly accept much less. He can not fix his prices 
at will; he must conform to the state of the 
market, or his rooms will stand empty and 
yield him no income, It ts the plaly ſuterest 
of the tenant class that houses adapted to 
their needs shall be multiplied; but this can 
not be if capitalists suppose that they can 
make more money by some other investment 
than by building houses. And every $100 
added to the taxes on a house is fully equiv- 
alent to $1000 added tothe cost of build 
sucha house. Now, the rise and fall of rents 
is governed by the cost of building new tene- 
ments. If the cost of building houses in our 
city were doubled, the rent of houses already 
built would rapidly rise till they had been 
doubled. On tbe contrary, if new houses 
could this day built at half the cost of 
those already standing, rents would rapidly 
fall, because of the erection of new tenement- 
houses, until they should reach a point but 
half so high as they now are. 

Now the poorman who hires but two or 
three rooms (if, indeed, more than one), may 
suppose that his rent is not increased by au 
addition to the taxes; but itis. The higher 
tax which his landlord (directly) pays, admon- 
ishes that and every other capitalist to build 
ne more houses unless he can obtain higher 
rents for them than he nowreceives. The

Stealing Letters from Boxes. 

The trape which are set by thieves to in 
tercept the letters “epee into the pillar- 
boxes may have the ment of ingenuity, but 
certainly not that of novelty, for it seemes 
they were in use 80 1792. In the 
Annual Register for that year, it is mentioned 
that “a scheme of a very singular nature was 
detected lately at the postoffice in Exeter. 
A gentleman dropping a letter into a letter- 
bole was struck at not hearing it drop to the 
bottom, and, on examination, a case was dis- 
covered to have been let down the hole by a 
string and fastened on the outside by a piece 
of watch spring; it was, when detected, full 
of letters, and no doubt contained bills to a 

It should always 
be borne in mind by those who are inclined to 
behard on letter thitves, that there is no 
branch of the thieving profession which in- 
volves more labor of a wearisome nature than 
that of stealing letters. For every one letter 
containing an article of value the unfortunate 
thief has to wade through a mass of corre- 
spondence of the most tedious description; his 
time, always valuable, is taken up 
with the perusal of such petty 
details as applications for payment of 
accounts, the love letters of cooks and house- 
maids, and other trivial matters mosi trying 
to the temper and patience of one solely in- 
tent on making moncy, or, to speak more cor- 
rectly, abstracting it, few could gaze on 
the picture presented by a tired thief in an 
ill-lighted garrett intent on deciphering an ill. 
written, ungrammatical composition, without 
fecling that even dishonesty has its drawbacks, 
and that folly unconsciously often ayenges 
itself on crime —[Pall Mall Gazette.

4 Reminiscence of the Jefferson 
County W iidernesses. 

A gentleman who was a resident of Jefferson 
| county fifty years ago telis the following interest- 
ing story: A short distance from Jeffersontown 
there lived a man with his wife and two children.

They formed in a circle, placing their 
noses together, and remained in that position 
some two or three minutes, except one, which 
stood off a short distance from the others. They 
then parted and made a furious aasault on the 
wolf that scood alone, and in a short time they 
killed it; not being satisfied with killing, they 
tore it in pieces. When their work was done 
they all bounded off in the forest. The 
woman was taken home, and lived many 
years after this trial of the wolf and his 
executioners. I received this story from the 
Gearest friend of that woman, and well do I re- 
member the tears that were shed in the recital 
of it. My informant and the rescued woman 
each has a grave in Jefferson county, Ky. 
There was no record of that trial, but it was one 
of interest to the poor wolf, and we would all 
say ‘t was unjust, for the woman which the pack 
of wolves came to make their breakfast upon 
had been taken away. One thing has been 
brought to light in the character of the wolf 
that no naturalist has ever said anything about. 
That it was a trial there was nd mistake.

THE MURDEROUS MASQUERADE. 
Public Opinion on the Indiana Lynchkh- 
Ing 


We have nothing new to report this morning 
on the subject of the Park tragedy and its tragic 
sequel. The lynching of the negroes was the all- 
absorbing topic of conversation 
Clark and neighboring counties in In- 
diana yesterday. The action of the lyachers is 
severely commented upon by some, whilst others 
are indifferent, and a third clase approves of the 
action of the vigilance committee. The ma- 
jority of the people, if they were satisfied be 
yond a reasonable doubt of the guilt of the ne- 
groes, would certainly approve of the deed, be- 
cause the inhumanity of the butchery indicates 
auch a terrible state of depravity as in 
in their minds to justify the sudden and 
exceptional departure from the usual course of 
the law in the summary bunishment of the black 
flends who outraged every feeling of common 
humanity in the commission of one of the most 
brutal murders ever recorded. This seems to 
be the feeling of many who would be willing to 
submit to the outrage, not because they approve 
of lawless bands of men assuming to themselves 
the prerogative of executing the laws. ‘Actions 
speak louder than words,"’ is an old proverb. 
The fact that there is no move made, nor even 
any loud call for the punishment of the vigilants, 
indicates in a practical and conclusive manner 
the direction of public sentiment in reference to 
the violence of the mob on Friday morning. 

Much inquiry is made in reference to the re- 
ported confession of the negroes. Great desire 
is expressed to hear the confession, no doubt in 
order to judge of its genuineness, for there te 
certainly a strong motive for the lynchers to 
represent that a confession has been made. 
Even if none were extorted, it is believed that 
this representation would be made by the mob- 
bers to acréen themselves, allay excitement and 
satiefy the doubts of many upon the question of 
guilt. If there existed any accomplices in the 
tragedy, besides those arrested, we foar the 
Iynchers have forever destroyed the means of 
visiting punishmeit upon them for their mis. 
deeds. 

Looking upon the affair in its best light, the 
hanging of the negroes was little, if any, better 
than adding one wholesale murder to another.

land. Nicholas Sanderson became blind at four 
years of age, yet he attained such preeminent 
eoholarship that when Newton retired from the 
chair at Cambridge in which he taught the high- 
est departments of mathematics and 
involving all that was then known of light, San- 
derson was his fittest succesagpr. 

The biind professor used the blackboard with 
great facility for teaching the most recondite 
truths of mathematica. The blackboard had 
perforations in it, into which Sanderson inserted 
pins with various-sized beads, by which he was 
enabled to rapidly work solutions for theorma 
His lectures on optics and on the laws of light 
were said to have been models, In addition to 
all this, Sanderson was one of the profoundest 
Latin and Greek scholars of his day. 

It is curious that even tradition bas left no 
clew to the method by which Sanderson was 

scholarship. 


many years before the humane Abbe Hany, of 
Paris, invented a plan by which the blind could 
read the thoughts of the great masters and be- 
come acquainted with science and art. In 1784, 
Hany undertook to educate some blind obildren 
in his house, and impress upon their minds some 
of the beauties of nature, whieh God had shut 
aut from their vision. He was so successful that 
Louls XVI. employed him to establish an institu- 
tion for the blind in Paris. After laboring there 
with varied success for seventeen years, Abbe 
Hany visited Russia at the request of the Em- 
peror Paul, and founded an institution at St. 
Petersburg. Subsequently he organized another 
at Bertin. 

Institutions for the blind were afterwards 
built at Vienna. Amsterdam, Dresden, London, 
Liverpool, Edinburg, Glasgow and other places. 
Abbe Hany invented raised letters for the in- 
struction of the blind. 

The blind in this country are indebted tothe 
labora of Dr. S. G. Howe, of Boston, for educa- 
tional means. In early life he visited Europe 
and participated in the Greek revolution of 1823, 
along with Lord Byron and other zealous for- 
eigners. He was one of the ablest and best sol- 
diers in that revolution. After ita triumph he 
went to Paris, where he caught inspiration from 
the Paris schools for the blind. He came home, 
taucht six blind children for twelve months, in 
bia father's house, and gave a public exhibition 
of his pupils in Boston. From this sprang the 
Perkins Institution of that city, the first in this 
country, and the many now scattered over the 
Union. All these have crown to a magnitude 
second to no philanthropic institutions in exist- 
ence. There is scarcely a blind school in this 
eountry that is not indebted to Dr. S. G. Howe 
for his personal services in its creation. 

There were twenty-seven institutions with ed- 
ucational departments reperted at the conven- 
tion at Indianapolis last May, viz: in Massachu- 
setts, New York, New York City, Pennsyivania, 
Ohio, Indiana, illinois, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, lowa, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Arkansas, California, Maryland, Virginia, West 
Virginia, North and South Carolina, Georgia, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas and 
Kansas. All these are sustained by the States, 
except that in New York City, and ia return the 
blind pupils work in mechanical departments, 
and manufacture such articles as will command 
ready sale. 

Some thirty years ago an institution for the 
blind was commenced at Louisville op a 
granted by the Kentucky Legislature to a board 
of trustees, composed of W. F. Bullock, T. S. Bell. 
Edward Jarvis, J. I. Jacob, James Pickett, B. M. 
Patten and G. W. Brush. The former building 
vecupied the lot on which stands the house of 
H. D. Newcomb. It was burned to the ground. 
but was insured. The Legislature ordered the 
sale of the lot, purohased ten acres of land, the 
Sito of the present building, about theese quarters 
of a mile from the upper end of Main street, on 
the Shelby ville turnpike, from F. G. Edwards and 
Richard Taylor, and ordered the construction of 
the house on plans derived from Mr. Church- 
man, the superintendent of the Indiana State 
Institution. Mr. Churchman is blind, but is one 
of the ablest of the managers of blind sehools in 
the vountry, Pupils were received in the new 
building in 1855, and placed in care of B. M. Pat- 
ten. The plan of education then was in some re- 
spects the same as now, but there have been 30 
many alterations and improvements in ft that 
now blind pupils similarly gifted with mental 
powers can learn as readily as seeing pupils. 
The Kentucky Institution progressed favor- 
ably, and from year to year turned out 
graduates worthy to rank with more 
favored graduates of our High Schools. 

In this connection it is proper to mention an 
instance of the liberality of our State not gon- 
erally known, that reflects great credit on the 
oid Commonwealth. By an act of the Legisia- 
ture, every meritorious pupil in this institation 
receives a Bibie in raised letters asa gift from 
the State. All atudies of public schools are 
taught at the Kentucky Institution for the 
Blind. 

The elementary subjeets, reading, writing aad 
arithmetio, are taught by means of raised let- 
tere, which the pupils soon leara to distinguish 
with their fingers. Geography is one of the stu. 
dice. The several countries and States are cut 
and fashioned in the proper shape. with :ndenta- 
tions and grooves to mark lakes and rivers, and 
with projections and doteto indicate mountains 
and towns or cities. When placed in their rela- 
tive positions on the board the map is completed. 
The several parts representing countries and 
States are then placed in promiscuous order and 
the pupil picks up one. Tracing the figure of the 
blook with his fingers, he soon pronounces the 
proper name, and the map is put on the board. 
What is not susceptible of illustration in their 
studies they learn by rote, Music is another 
branch, and Prof. Piato, of this city, is the regu- 
lar teacher of instrumental and vocal music. 
There is a band, composed of boys of the institu- 
tion, which daily plays for their fellow-inmates 
in pleasant weather. There is a large hall in the 
building, in which pupils go through their gym- 
nastic exercises, and we have seldom seen a 
heartier set of young people than in the Ken- 
tucky Institute forthe Blind. Mr. Huntoon, un- 
der whose management the institution is now 
doing so much good, evidently thinks, with 
Churchill, that health ang intelligence go to- 
gether. 

The American Printing house for the Blind. 
chartered by the Kentucky Legislature, has a 
printing office in the institution building, where 
it has since been printing standard works in 
raised letters, thereby giving the blind access to 
the grand and beautiful thoughts and ideas of 
master writers, and removing from them the or- 
dinary Writings so prevalent to-day. In connec- 
tion with this printing oMlce isa bindery. King 
Lear is being printed, and the company proposes 
soon to furnish the pupils other plays of Shakes- 
peare in raised type. 

When Charles Dickens was in this country he 
gave $1,500 toward printing one of his works for 
the blind, and he selected Old Curiosity Shop. 
The American Printing-house for the Blind is 
now binding that work in three quarto volumes, 
in a form to present to the blind, and they will 
soon become acquainted with Little Neli, who 
eo truly sympathizes with them in their misfor- 
tune, and whose own sorrows draw their hearts 
toher. The gay pranks of the mischievous Mar- 
chioness and Kit, the nonchalance of the agree- 
able Mr. Dick Swiveler and his leas agrevable 
friend, the morbid weakness of the old grand- 
father, the cunning and intrigue of Quilp, and, 
finally, the itinerant humor of Mrs. Jariey, ac- 
companied by her faithful Short and Codlin, and 
many other phases of character in the book will 
bring to the blind thoughts and experiences 
with which they were probably heretofore unac- 
quainted. 

The library of the institution is well supplied 
with books. The Renead is among them, aud the 
:eader may well judge that the blind will only 
read the best of books. 

The Bible fills nine quarto volumes. The Gias- 
gow Institution for the Blind, in Scotland, firat 
printed the Holy Book in raised type. Ia the 
basement of the building, blind workmen do 
upholstery and other work, which bring a good 
price and add to the revenue of the institution. 
Brooms, brushes, mattresses and willow-ware of 
the finest quality are manufactured by the pu- 
pils of the Kentucky Institution for the Bund. 
The annual expenses of this institution are very 
moderate, For the past five years they have 
only been $16,000 per annum, about half of what 
the Indiana institution at Indianapolis expended 
in the same time. 

Two mentionable efforts are now on foot for 
ameliorating the condition of the bliad. The 
present size of raised type renders volumes 
printed with them too bulky, as the reader may 
well perceive in the above instances, mentioning 
the sizes of the Bible and Old Cariosity Shop. 
Hence it has been thought best to reduce the 
size of the type, and practical men interested in 
the matter have been making experiments with 
smaller seizes. Nothing definite has yet been 
done. It is thought that the blind can as readily 
distinguish them with their fingers as the pres- 
ent size. Another feature is an effort on the 
part of Mr. Ruggles, of Massachusetts, to make 
raised pictures by which the beauties of nature 
in her own garb may be conveyed to the blind. 

The blind have, in most instances, sonsce more 
acute than sesivg people, and philanthropic men 
are beginring to make use of them in a way 
which wil give them a comprehension of things 
which we alone see and reed.

Mr. John Herr, the gentleman from Meade

It was hoped that Mr. Taylor would return 
with Mr. Herr's wife at an early hour last night, 
when it was ozpected that something would be 
learned to confirm the general suspicion that he 
had been robbed. This seems to be almost an 
established fact from two considerations: first, 
Mr. Herr had only ten dollars upon hia person 
when found, and it is thought highly improbabie 
by those who know him that he would come to 
the city on business with so little ready cash, 
depending on the collection of money by the 
notes in his possession. The fact that the notes 
were untouched offers no objection to the belief 
that he was knocked down aad robbed. for they 
could be of no viaue to any one who might get 
possession of them. Added to this considera- 
tion is the fact that Mr. Herr did not come in on 
the stage on the morning of his misfortane, as 
reported yesterday, but was doubtless in the 
city all night, and it is thought that some time 
during the night be was waylaid and knocked 
down and robbed. 

Mrs. Herr had not arrived at alate hour last 
night, but was eapected every moment.
